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ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed January 4, 2006 have been fully considered but have not 
been found to be persuasive. 

1 . Applicant argues, on page 7 of the remarks dated December 2 1 , 2006, that Shang's film 
requires a crosslinked component, and therefore teaches away from the claimed crosslink - free 
polymer blend. 

However, as stated on page 2 of the previous Action, the blend disclosed by Shang 
comprises a crosslink - free component and a partially crosslink - free component; the blend 
disclosed by Shang is therefore at least partially crosslink - free. 

Applicant also argues, on page 8, that Hamilon and Cahill et al fail to fulfill the 
deficiencies of Shang. 

However, as stated above, the blend disclosed by Shang comprises a crosslink - free 
component and a partially crosslink - free component; the blend disclosed by Shang is therefore 
at least partially crosslink - free; therefore, Shang has no deficiencies that require curing.
